The Dead Sea Expedition. 

The Richmond Republican |as an article of much 
interest made up from a communication by Lieut. M. 
F. Maury, in the Southern Literary Messenger, de- 
tailing many of the results of the Dead Sea Expedition, 
under charge of Lieut. Lynch, of the U. 8. Navy —- 
The exploring party went out provided with two me- 
tallic boats, one of iron, the other of copper, together 
with the acientific instruments requisite for a thorough 
survey. These were transported from the Sea to Lake 
Tiberias, over formidable mountain heights, and down 
precipices, and on the 8th of April last the whole par- 
ty were safely afloat, with the American ensign flying 
over them on the blue waters of the sea of Galilee, and 
from thence proceeded down the Jordan, the naviga- 
tion of which was exceedingly difiicult and dangerous 
by reason of its frequent and fearful rapids, to the 
Dead Sea.— Buffalo Commercial. 


The water of the Jordan was sweetto withina few 
hundred yards of its mouth. The waters of the sea 
were devoid of smell, but bitter, salt and nauseous.— 
Upon entering it, the boats were encountered by a gale, 
and ‘* it seemed as if the bows, so dense was the water, 
were encountering the sledge hammers of the Titans, 
instead of the opposing waves of an angry sea. 

The party proceeded daily with their explorations, 
making topographical sketches as they went, until 
they reached the southern extremity of the sea, where 
the most wonderful sight that they had yet seen awaited 
them. 

**In passing the mountain of Uzdom, (Sodom,) we 
cree epemn 4 and much to our astonishment,” says 
Lieut. Lynch, ‘‘ saw a large, rounded, turret-shaped 
column, facing S. E., which proved to be of solid 
rock salt, capped with carbonnate of lime; one mass 
of chrystilization. Mr. Dale took a sketch of it, and 
Dr. Anderson and [ landed with much difficulty and 
procured specimens from it.’ 

The party circumnavigated the lake, returned to 
their place of departure, and brought back their boats 
in as complete order as they received them at New 
York. They were all in fine health. 

Thanks to the good management of Licut. Lynch, 
the whole cost of the scientific exploration of the 
Dead Sea was but seven hundred dollars. 

From the letters of Lieut Lynch, quoted by Licut. 
Maury, we translate the following interesting facts, 
elicited by exploration: 

** The bottom of the Northern half of this sea is al- 
mostan entire plain. Jis meridional lines at a short 
distance from the shore scarcely vary in depth. The 
deepest soundings thus far, 189 fathoms, (1128 feet.) 
Near the shore, the bottom is generally an incrusta- 
tion of salt, but the intermediate one is soft mud with

salt. Atone time Siellwager’s lead. brought up no- 
thing but crystals. 

The southern half of the sea is as shallow as the 
Northern one is deep, and for about one-fourth of its 
entire length the depth does not exceed three fa- 
thoms, (18 feet.) Its Southern bed has presented no 
chrystals, but the shores are lined with incrustations 
of salt, and when we landed at Uzdom, in the space 
of an hour, our foot prints were coated with chrystali- 
zation. 

The opposite shore of the peninsula and the West 
coast present evident marks of disruption. 

There are, unquestionably, birds and insects upon 
the shores, and ducks are sometimes upon the sea, for 
we have seen them—but cannot detect any living thing 
within it, although the salt streams flowing into it con- 
tain fish. I feel sure that the results of this survey will 
ow sustain the Scriptural account of the cities of the 
plain.

The Jarra Tree. 


This extraordinary tree is a native of Western Afri- 
ea, and atiains a size that would appear almost incre- 
dible to many of our readers. Lander remarks :—‘‘ In 
the southern districts, especially to the back of Nor- 
nalup and Wilson’s Inlet, it is found growing 120 and 
150 feet in height before the first branch appears. My 
brother and his sei vant, when exploring in that district, 
took refuge once from a storm in the hollow of an old 
jarra tree, which not only sheltered themselves but their 
horses, and the interior actually measured in diameter 
three times the length of the largest horse, an animal 
sixteen hands high and very long backed. This may 
appear an astonishing assertion, but the following is not 
less so. The same par‘ies found a jarra tree which 
had completely fallen acrors a broad deep river, (call- 
ed the Deep River) running between high, precipitous 
banks, thus forming a natural bridge, along which a 
bullock cart might have passed! Timber of such di- 
mensions is perfectly useless; but there are of course 
trees of every size, growing in boundless profusion. 


Gigantic Cactus. 


Mr. George Engelmann, in a communication to the 





that he has received from Dr. Wislizenius, among ma- 
ny objects collected in Chihuahua, a great variety of 
living Cact1, which he will endeavor to cultivate and 
progagate, along with some Texas Cacti, which he 
has already had for some years under culture. Among 
these remarkable productions of new Mexico, he enu- 
merates an undiscribed species of Echinocactus, one 
specimen of which measured four feet in height and 
seven feet in circumference. Its bulk prevented Dr. 
W. from transporting it entire; but he forwarded a 
sufficient quantity of seed, to afford opportunities for 
cultivating this gigantic plant—which Mr. E. names, in 
honor of its discoverer, EcHINOCACTUS WISLIZENI. 





Congreve Rockets. 


The rocket is a cylinder of hammered iron, differing 
nothing in shape or proportion from the paner rocket 
used in innocent fireworks; it is also furnished with a 
stick as they are, and fired in the same way. The dif- 
ference and the secret, whatever it may be, is in the 
composition, which, though in appearence is like an 
ordinary gunpowder paste, is of so firm a consistence, 
as to equal in hardness the iron which surrounds it.— 
The diameter of the largest rocket hitherto used in 
bombardment, was eight inches; of the smallest used 
in field service, something less than three inches; in all 
cases the length of the cylinder is eight times its di- 
ameter. The flight of rockets, too, varies between 
one tbousand and two thousand five hundred yards, in 
proportion to their size. Those intended for a bom- 
bardment are usually armed with shells, containing 20 





pounds of powder, and a strong iron case of combus- 
tible matter, whose violence is inextinguishable. For 
field service, they are either armed with shells, or the 
top of the rocket formed into a little morter, which 
may be made to discharge at any period of its flight, 
from fifty to an hundred musket balls. Three field 
rockets may easily be carried by an infantry soldier, 
and they need no other apparatus for firing them than 
such as may be made from six muskets and a halbert, 
should not a bank or wall present a more convenient 
stand. 

No rocket of more than three hundred pounds, has 
yet been used, even in bombardment; but some time 
ago Sir William Congreve, the inventor, proposed the 
use of rockets exceeding a ton in weight; these were 
to carry each several barrels of gunpowder in a mas- 
sive case of steel; wherever they struck, the impetus 
of their prodigious weight would force them indiffer- 
ently through earth and mason work; thus heaving iu- 
to the very centre of the enemy’s fortification a mine, 
whose explosion would leave but little trace of the cur- 
| tain, tower or bastion, on which it should alight.

Ohio and Pennsylvania Railroad. 


Letter from the Chief Engineer to the President of 
the Company. 


Masttion, (0.,) Aug, 20. 1848. 


Col. Wm. Robinson, jr., Pittsburgh. 
Dear Sir—The rapid progress of the Pennsylvania | 
Railroad from Philadelphia to Pittsburgh indicates) 
that the time has now come for constructing the con- 
necting link between it and railroads of the West. 
Under the liberal charter granted for the purpose by 
the Legislatures of both the States of Ohio and Penn-| 
sylvania, at their last session, the surveys were com-| 
menced under my direction at the mouth of the Big 
Beaver, on the 11th of July; and they have now been 
extended fromthe place of beginning, on the Ohio ri- 
ver, to the town of Massillon on the Ohio Canal. The 
distance between these two points by our experimen 
tal line, is seventy-six miles; and, if we add twenty- 
five miles for the railroad distance from Pittsburgh to 
Beaver, it will rake the distance from Pittsburgh to, 
Masillon one bundred and one miles; which does not| 
materially differ from the length of the road now usu 
ally travelled. This line has been traced on what is 
called the northern route, passed near Darlington, in 
Pennsylvania, and Salem, Damascus, and Canton, in, 
Ohio; the distance from Beaver to Salem being thirty- | 
nine miles. Jt passes through a well cultivated and} 
populous country, having no navigable communica- | 
tions, and presenting great facilities for the construc-| 
tion of arailroad, which may be made at a moderate | 
cost, especially west of the State line. Near Darling-| 
ton we found an abundance of both bituminous and 
cannel coals of an excellent quality. 
As soon as the necessary surveys c 








and southern routes by the valleysof Little Beaver and , 
of Yellow creek, we shall be ina position toinake a fair | 
comparison of the relative merits of these three lines; | 
and in making a choice between routes which may be | 
equal, or nearly so, in an engineering point of view, ' 
the amount of local subscriptions to the stock along 
the line, and the amount of way trade and travel that, 
the country can furnish to the road, should have their 
due weight in determining the selection. 

The surveys will soon be extended westward to | 
Wooster, Mansfield, and Busyrus, and connected with 
the railroad Jines, completed and in progress, running | 
southward to Columbus and Cincinnati, and northward | 
to Cleveland and Sandusky. 

This road will thus become a back bone line, of | 
which a number of other roads will represent the ribs, | 
and in this way its connections will be extended | 
throughout the state of Ohio. Under the charter, the 
company can construct first such parts of its road as 
will pay the best, but care should be taken to com- 
mence no part of it until the board feel certain of ob- 
taining the funds required to bring it into profitable 
use, 

To the people of the cities of Pittsburgh and Alle-| 
gany this line will be of the first importance, for it will 
be the direct road to their best customers; and it com- 
mends itself to the good feeling, and ought to receive | 
the subscriptions of the citizens generally, of both the | 
great free States, whose name it bears; because) by 
bringing them into a close and peacetul union, it will 
add vastly to their commercial power.

A small ring of the vulcanised India rubber is placed 
around the ribs, at the point at which they meet at the 
apex of the parasol; when the ribs are expanded the 
elastic power of tho ribs enables it to be stretched so 
as to suit the exigency, while its power of contraction 
is so great that it forces the ribs together and keeps 
them compressed. By touching a spring at the ban- 
dle, the ribs expand to the utmost tension in a second.

Ship Building. 

The N. ¥. Morning Star, speaking of the progress 
of ship building in that city, says: 

Scarcely a day passes now but that we chronicle the 
launch of some new vessel, from one of the different 
yards inthe city. The workmen are constantly om- 
ployed, and they can command almost any wages while 
steady and industrious; in fact, the increase of ship- 
building in this country, within the last few years, has 
made their trade one of the very best for mechanics. 

While on the subject, we may as well particularise 
some of the ‘* doings’ at the different yards. Two of 
E. K. Collins’ gigantic steamers are now in the course 
of constructioa—one in the yard of W. H. Brown, the 
other in that of Jacob Bell. Their extreme length is 
285 feet; breadth of beam, 46; depth of hold, 31 feet. 
will measure when completed, three thousand 
being the same as the Great Briiain iron steam- 
ship. Their models are original in almost every parti- 
cular, and they will no doubt make the fastest time on 
record. One or both of them will probably be launch- 
ed by the first of November next, and will be ready 
for service early in the fall of °49. The cost of these 
vessels it is stated, will exceed $500,000 each. The 
engines will be made at the Novelty and Allaire 
Works, each one costing somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $250,000. Five steamers, similar to the above, 
will complete i. K. Collins’ line. 

In W. H. Brown’s yard there is another steamer 
building, of 1600 tons, intended to run between New 
York and New Orleans, n connexion with the Crescent 
City. The last mentioned steamer is now being ro- 
paired. 

The Pawnee, of about 1200 tons, in W. H. Webb’s 
yard will be launched in a monthor so. Her extreme 
length is 220 feet.

more and more important every year. We saw some 
specimens a day or two since from some of the new 
furnaces on the Ohio river, which were of a superior 
quality. Iron is now a very important branch of man- 
ufacture in that State, and a large amount of capital is 
invested in the business. It has been steadily growing 
in Ohio for some years past. The great seat of iron 
manufacture in the State is in the neighborhood of 
Hanging Rock, on the Obio river. Within a’radius of 
30 miles, there are 30 furnaces.. Twenty of these are 
in Ohio, and ten in Kentucky. Sixty thousand tons of 
iron are annually manufactured in those furnaces. 

The whole region known asthe Ohio Company’s 
Tract, abounds in iron, From the mouth of the Sciota, 
along the Ohio to the southeast corner of the State, it 
is to be found. In many distriets the land is barren 
and incapable of cultivation, but the investigations of 
the State Geologists, afew years since, developed great 
mineral wealth, and now it is being made extensively 
available.— Buffalo Comnercial.

AN ACT 


To regulate the Hours of Labor and prevent Oppres- | 
sion. 


The People of the State of New York, represented 
in Senate and Assembly, de enactas follows: 

Section 1. Jn the absence of a previously written 
specific contract to the contrary between the contract- 
ing parties, which contract must have been signed, in 
presence of one or more witnesses, by the party em- 
ployed, ten hours shall in all cases constitute a legal 
day’s labor. 

§ 2. It shall not be lawful for any public officer or 
other person or persons acting under the authority of 
this State, to exact more than ten hours service or Ja- 
bor in aay one day from their laborers, mechanics or | 


other employers, and in all contracts made under the | 


authority of this State, in the execution of which hired | 


labor or service may be necessary, there shall be in-' 
serted a provision making the employment of laborers | 
or other operatives for a longer term than ten hours in| 
any one day, unless some strong apparent necessity | 
shall demand it, a forfeiture of such contract. 

§ 3. It shall not be lawful for any person employing 
apprentices or other minors to exact from them more 
than ten hours service in any one day, or more than. 
sixty hours in any one week, and any violation of this, 
provision shall annul any indenture or contract exist-, 
in® between the party so offending and the parents or! 
guardians of the apprentice or minor so oppressed. 


~ § 4. It shall not be lawfal for the owner or owners | 


of any cotton, woolen, silk, paper, bagging, flax .or 
other factory, or for any person acting for or under the 
authority of such owner or owners, to employ children 
under thirteen years of age in any such factory or fac- 
tories under any circumstances or pretext whatever. 

§ 5. Every person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this act, shall, in addition to the other penal- 
ties herein contained, pay a penalty of two hundred and | 
fifty dollars for each offence, one half to be paid to the | 
person so overworked, and the other half to be paid to | 
the overseers of the poor of the county in which the of- | 
fence shall have been committed, to be collected as, 
deb‘s of the same amount are at present recovered. 

§ 6. This act shall take effect immediately.

The iron interest of the State of Ohio is becoming | 
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Rifle Making at Windsor, Vt. 
A Rochester paper gives the following interesting 


description of Robbins & Lawrence’s rifle manufacto- 
ry at Windsor Vermont: 





They commenced their buildings about three years | 
since, and expended in building, machinery, an ma- | 
terials, $115,000, before they made one rifle. About) 
4,000 of their rifles have been doing our country ser- | 
vice in Mexico. Their principal building is one hun- 
dred feet long and forty-four feet wide, and four stories| 
in height. They have likewise several other buildings | 
for forging their work, and for the various operations 
connected with their business. Their first contract 
with the United States Governnient was for 10,000 ri- 
fles. They, however, have another and much larger 
contract, made last January, although the first is not 
yet completed. They turn out 400 rifles per month, 
all in complete order. They employ 100 artisans, be- 
sides 35 in the furnace business, making castings and 
carriages for the Railroad. The barrel is made from | 
American Iron, drawn from flat bars into “scalps” of 
the proper length and thickness. These scalps are| 
then rolled and welded around a steel rod, under a! 
hammer that makes 1500 blows per minute, During 
this operation the rod has to be frequently withdrawn 
to prevent it becoming welded with the iron annealing. 
The barrel thus formed, next goes through the process 
of ‘* nut boring,” turning, rimming, and straightening, 
and all of which are curious enough, but the last more 
particularly so, as it is done, or rather is ascertained to 
be correctly done, by the eye observing a shadow.-~ 
| The next step is passing through a trial and inspec- 
|tion by persons appointed by the U. 8. government. 
'They are loaded with 180 grains of powder, two balls 
‘and two wads, and fired each twice. If they stand this 
itest, they pass on to the process of finishing inside, | 
which is done by rifling machines, at the rate of one 
barrel per hour to each machine. They afterwards 
pass through the process of browning, which requires 
great care and skill to make it succeed perfectly.— | 
Again they are inspected, and very few rejected on ac-| 
count of the smallest possible’ defects in the material. | 
The stocks are made from Black Walnut, which has! 
been seasoned three years before working. If you! 
have seen Mr. Curtis’ last machine you will have a} 
tolerable idea of the first process. The stocks pass| 
through six different machines; and a rifle, before it is! 
complete, in all its parts, passes through more than one | 
hundred different machines, a great share of which are | 
the invention or improvement of Mr. Lawrence. If he | 
wants a certain thing done, he first invents a machine | 
ito do it, and then sets it at work as a man would a boy. | 
| The most singular machine is the one he calls the | 
| *letting-in machine.”” It performs several «ifficult| 
|and delicate operations, with a facility and ease that is/ 
| perfectly astonishing. It cuts out the places to receive | 
ithe barrel, ram-rod, lock, patch-box, butt-plate, guard 
strap, side-plate, band-springs, etc., etc., so exact, 
that they require no hand labor. 

The mounting is of brass, finished nearly complete 
by machinery. The lock work is forged in dies. It

| Letthe workingman understand that the employer can 
not legally require him to perform more than 10 hours 
| labor per day, and he will, if he has any relf-respect, 
) work diligently during the ten hours, and accomplish 
| quite as much as if he began the labor of the day with 
|a knowledge that, work as hard as he may, he must 
| drag out the long period of fourteen hours at the work 
‘bench or at the anvil. We cannot but think than ap- 
| prentices generally would accomplish more under the 
| Ten Hour System, than under the present never-ending 
| slavery to which they are subjected. It were well, in 
i this day of free soil and free labor clamor, before the 
workingman gives his suffrages for those who aspire to 
office , to adopt some means to ascertain their views on 
this all-important matter.
